Report of Board of iirustees or aie 
Funds 


Rye, N. H., February 2, 1924. 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of the Town of Rye: 

During the past year two new trusts have been established 
with the Board of Trustees of Trust Funds. There are now 
41 trusts, of which 32 are held on account of maintenance of 
lots in Central Cemetery, one for the maintenance of the 
Seavey Cemetery at Lang’s Corner and seven for the benefit 
of the Rye Public Library. 

The amount of principal of the trusts now aggregates 
$12,360.45. The total income recetved during the year has 
been $538.23, of which $279.62 has been paid the Trustees of 
Rye Public Library, $227.89 has been paid the Trustees of 
Central Cemetery and $18.12 of it paid for the maintenance 
of the Seavey Cemetery, leaving a balance of income received 
during the year amounting to $31.22 on hand and a total un- 
expended balance of income on hand of $400.04, as shown in 
detail in our tabulated report presented herewith. 

All funds are invested in United States Government Bonds 
so far as the denominations of such bonds will permit, all 
balances being in Rockingham County Savings Banks as is 
indicated in our report.

It is the aim of the Library Board to keep in touch with the 
interests of the townspeople, and to choose such books as will 
aid and encourage all who wish to broaden their vision and 
enrich their thought. Both librarian and trustees will wel- 
come suggestions as to desirable books, whether technical 
alds to the farmer, the teacher, the craftsman or the home- 
maker; or books that appeal from the standpoint of literary 
excellence. 

We record with great appreciation the gift of ten dollars 
($10.00) from the Every Other Tuesday Club, to be added to 
the Mary Tuck Rand Memorial Fund. During the year 
repairs have been made on the furnace and the clock. 

For the coming year, the budget includes the purchase of a 
new book stack, and the purchase of necessary supplies. 
We therefore ask for the same appropriation as for this year, 
namely, one thousand dollars ($1000.00).

During the past year the stacks were re-arranged, bringing 

the non-fiction up with the fiction, which has proved a decided 
success, the number of non-fiction books circulated being 
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far larger than in any past year. The general circulation has 
fallen short, but as this is true in nearly all libraries, not only 
in this state but in other states, we feel the fault is not ours but 
due to the many new arrangements for occupying the mind. . 

A year’s subscription to the Nature Magazine was given the 
library by Mr. Abbot B. Drake and has been enjoyed by both 
juvenile and adult readers. ‘The reading room has been well 
patronized, thus warranting the renewals of our subscriptions. 
Twenty-two magazines are placed on the tables regularly and 
often others are brought in by interested friends, making a 
variety of reading matter to meet every taste. 

In the fall it was necessary to have some repairs made on the 
furnace and the delay in the work prevented carrying out plans 
made for the observance of Children’s Book Week. We hope 
in the coming year to be able to observe this week in such a 
way as will make up for our forced negligence last November. 

The interest from the James McEwen Drake fund ($214.62) 
was spent for fiction and juvenile books and lists of the fiction 
have been placed on the bulletin board from time to time, so 
need not be repeated here.

Report of the School Board 


To the Citizens of Rye: 


For the year 1922-1923 there was expended $13,228.24; 
this amount exceeded the appropriation by $170.11. The 
deficit has been carried over and it is believed can be taken 
care of during the year following. 

Under the supervision of Supt. Harry L. Moore the teaching 
force, discipline and general organization of the schools are 
very satisfactory. 

The ceiling of the Parsons School has been whitened and 
the side wall tinted, so that the interior is like that of the other 
schools. A slate blackboard has been placed in each of the 
grade school rooms. It is hoped to continue this each year 
until the fibre boards are all replaced. 

We again call attention to the sanitary arrangements in 
the several schools. Present conditions cannot be successfully 
defended. 

The adaptation of the septic tank to small homes suggests 
the advisability of its use in the school. This would do away 
with all present disagreeable features, particularly the 
odor that pervades the toilets and at times the hall and cloak 
room. 

The schools are satisfactorily heated with the exception 
of the Wedgewood School. It was stated in the report last 
year that “under certain conditions of the weather it was 
impossible to get the temperature above 58.’’ No action was 
taken upon this suggestion. The situation has been repeated 
this winter. The estimated cost of a steam heating plant 
is ($1,500.00) one thousand five hundred dollars. The board 
have inserted this item in the budget.

Report of Special Committee to Con- 
sider Local School Problems | 


The special committee to consider local school problems, 
appointed in March, 1923, offer the following report: 

The committee has held four meetings, no less than seven 
of its ten members being present at any meeting. While 
the work of the committee was not limited to any specific 
lines, two matters have been specially considered. 

I. Whether the present arrangement with the Portsmouth 
High School could be continued. Finding that it could and 
that no other plan more satisfactory could be made, the 
committee recommend that the plan now in vogue be con- 
tinued. 

II. The matter of the partial or entire consolidation of the 
schools has occupied most of the time and attention of the 
committee. The views of educational experts have been 
sought for, and also the experience of towns which have 
adopted the plan. The findings for the entire consolidation 
of the schools, while in some cases entirely satisfactory, were 
not on the whole so favorable as to justify haste in the experi- 
ment. The committee considered the matter of a partial 
consolidation by an addition to the Wedgewood building 
which would accommodate the fifth and sixth grades. Plans 
were drawn and estimates made on an addition costing twelve 
or thirteen thousand dollars to construct and some three 
thousand dollars a year to maintain. But the committee 
found that the number of pupils at present in these grades 
did not make the change imperative and the committee 
thought it not best to recommend a change which, in case of 
future consolidation, would be largely a waste of money. 
Therefore, after such consideration as the committee could 
give, a decided majority recommend that, as far as consolida- 
tion is concerned, our schools remain as they are for the pres- 
ent. 
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But this does not mean that the committee is opposed to 
the plan of school consolidation or that it does not feel the 
force of the advantages which have been gained by some 
towns which have made the change. The committee does not 
wish to go on record as feeling fully satisfied with the schools 
as they are, while appreciating their many excellencies. Per- 
fect satisfaction would be fatal to all advance. Progress is 
born of dissatisfaction with things as they are. The com- 
mittee is not, and urges others not to be satisfied with the 
salaries at present paid to our teachers. They should be 
increased. The cost of living, the present demands. made 
upon teachers call for a more adequate support. The salary 
should be sufficient to keep a teacher in town whose service 
has proved of extraordinary value. The committee urge that 
our teachers receive more sympathetic appreciation of their 
work on the part of parents and citizens. While we continue 
the district system homes within a reasonable distance of 
the school must, where it is at all possible, be ready to receive 
the teachers and give to them, as far as possible, all the com- 
forts of a good home. Some one in each district must be 
willing to care for the school room, not wholly from the stand- 
point of wages, but of service to the school and the town. 
A good janitor is essential to the efficiency of the school. In 
some of our schools the heating plant seems to be inadequate 
for the rigors of our winter climate and the teachers and pupils 
are exposed not only to discomfort but to dangerous risks 
to health. This should be remedied speedily. 

The committee recognize the fact that the American public 
school is vital to the life of the Republic and should be a matter 
of increasing concern to every home and every citizen. Most 
other values shrink into insignificance when compared with 
the value of our boys and girls. What shall it profit a town 
to gain great revenue and lose our children to those ideals of 
character and honor which parental pride and affection would 
have them reach? The conditions of life were never more 
exacting than now. The best education we can give them will 
not be an atom too much. When two of the leading experts in 
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child-life in this country, if not in the world, tell us that under 
our present system of education only a small part of the human 
brain is touched and but very few of the latent possibilities 
called forth it behooves us all to think seriously how our system 
of education can be made more efficient. Evidently the goal 
is far on and none ought to be satisfied with present attain- 
ments. It is reported of Henry Ford that he never employs 
experts if he can help it, for experts “‘know it all’? and make 
no progress, while many a novice, feeling keenly his limita- 
tions, passes on to new discoveries and more perfect results. 
In a true sense there are no experts in the matter of education 
of our youth. The human mind is too intricate and too mys- 
terious to be fully understood. The most expert feel most 
their ignorance. It is for us, as Angelo Patri has recently 
urged, to possess the open Gb not to discard the old because 
it is old nor be in haste to adopt the new simply because it is 
new, but to be deeply anxious to find the best possible educa- 
tion and to maintain it at any cost, that our children may go 
forth into the world able not only to make a living, but to 
make a life which shall be rich, full and satisfying, a force for 
good, men and women of light and leading amid the intellec- 
tual and moral needs of our modern world. 

The committee wish to thank our superintendent for his 
wise counsel given to us so willingly and generously and all 
others, who, by word or letter, have helped us to our deci- 
sions. We rejoice in the good work that the Parent-Teacher 
Association is doing for our schools and in the many signs of 
interest in the schools which the parenie in each district are 
showing.
